on this subject, but know an instance 
of a chimney which was treated in the 
above manner, twenty-nine years ago, 
which has been in constant use every 
winter since. Part of the time the 
fire place was used with a grate and bi- 
tuminous coal, but lately, with a stove 
and wood. The stove pipe frequently 
catches fire, which is suffered to burn 
into the chimney without any appre- 
hension of danger.

THE MURDER OF MR. DUNN. 


In our last paper we stated that Cox, 


the murderer, had made a full confes- 
sion of his crime, and had accused se- 
ven other persons of having been par- 
ticipators of his guilt; that four of 
them had been committed, and two 
others had voluntarily surrendered 
themselves into custody upon hearing 
of the accusation. 
Since that time the 


seventh person came to town and gave 
himselfup to undergo an examination. 


On Wednesday last, Charles H: Mills, 


one of the first mentioned four, and 
the one most deeply implicated 
by 


Cox's disclosures, was brought before 
the examining court ; and we have 
never witnessed a trial which excited 
more intense interest. 
The 
court- 


house was crowded to overflowing by 
an audience displaying, in their man- 
ner, the utmost anxiety to see and hear 
the proceedings. 
Cox, the murderer. 


was first examined as a witness on the 
part of the Commonwealth, and gave 
his testimony without the least appa- 
rent embarrassment. 
He is, by the 


way, the most incomprehensible being 
•we have ever seen. 
(We defy the dis- 


ciples of Lavalcr to mukc any thing of 
him, whatever the craniologists may 
be able to do.) He is apparently, a 
youth oi 18 or 19, although he is said 10 
be 25 years of age. 
He is small and 


neat in his person, ami there is nothing 
in his countenance betraying the hun- 
dredth part of that depravity which his 
own evidence disclosed. Yet we have 
never seen a human being possessed of 
such nerves. Nothing can embarrass 
him — no horrors can daunt him. — 
When every auditor shuddered al the 
recital of his criminality, he alone re- 
mained unmoved. During ihc investi- 
gation, ihc musket with which he per- 
peiralcd ihe murder, was brought in 
and laid before him. 
lie examined 


the fiim, and declared il lo be the same 
which he used when he t-hot Mr. Dunn. 
He spoke of all ihis wnh as much ap- 
parent indifference, as if n-laiing an or- 
dinary occurrence in which he. was not 
in any manner intcreMcd. 
During 


ihc trial an incident occurred which 
excited his risibility lo a considerable 
degree. Although every eye was upon 
him, he was entirely self- possessed, and 
made no display of feeling whatever, — 
He is a most extraordinary being. 


A great many witnesses were exam- 


ined, perhaps to ihc number of fifty : 
and the most unlimited ran^e of exam- 
ination in regard to Mn,i.>" habits and 
general conduct, was permiti^d by h 
counsel.

Not a. solitary circumstance was proved 
to corroborate the testimony of Cox ; 
but, on the contrary, evidence was pro- 
duced, calculated to throw a strong sus- 
picion upon his veracity, even had he 
been a man of good character. ^So en- 
tirely satisfactory was the investigation 
that the attorney for theCommon wealth 
informed the court, that he conceived 
it his duty to say, the evidence was en- 
tirely insufficient to justify tin: court in 
remanding the prisoner to jail for fur- 
ther trial. 
The court were unanimous 


in the decision that he be acquitted. — 
The oilier persons accused were also 
discharged without the form of going 
again through an examination of the 
testimony.

Parricide. — The N. Carolina Specta- 


tor contains the following particulars of 
a most horrid act of parricide, which 
was perpetrated in Union District, S. 
Carolina, on the 1 Hh ult. 


Mr. David SymmeF, who has for a 


long time kept the. bridge across the 
Tiger, in Union, had some altercation 
with his. son David Symmcs, Jr. on 
Christmas day, who collared and threw 
him down, and stamped upon the breast 
of the uld gentleman in a most brutal 
manner. 
Upon his recovery, he decla- 


red that from the unkind treatment he 
had received, he had determined to 
destroy a will which he had made, and 
by which he had bequeathed the prin- 
cipal part of his property to this son. 
The son, on learning that a lawyer had 
been sent for to execute a new will, 
took measures to frustrate the design 
of his father, by bribing somefof the ne- 
groes, the property of his father and 
himself, to murder him before he could 
have had time to alter his will.' 
Accor- 


dingly two or three of the negroes re- 
paired to the room where the old man 
slept, and 'With their axes struck him 
in the face, just below his eyes, and at 
the same blow cut off" his fingers which 
he had raised to protect his head ; they 
struck several blows, by which they 
cut oft" his arm, and then left their vie 
tim,as they thought dead ; he, however, 
survived several days. 
The perpetra 


tors of this atrocious act were immedi- 
ately sought out ; suspicion fell on 
young Symmes and the slaves of the 
family ; the negroes confessed their 
guilt, and said that their young master 
had promised to those that struck the 
blows §100 a piece, and to those who 
stood as a guard a proportionate sum 
for the services they might render in 
the perpetration of f his unholy deed. — 
A jury of inquest held on the body gave 
a verdict that he came to his death by 
the wounds which he received from the 
axes of the negroes, and the bruises 
which had been previously inflicted by 
his son. 
Three of the negroes were 


hung on the 4th inst. and the inhuman 
child committed to prison to await his 
trial. 


An sriiclc dated Constantinople, 


January 6, says— All is silence as to the 
affairs of Greece, and the Sultan is 
seeking pretexts to elude the i'ufilment 
of the treaty of Adrianople. 


From Greece it is stated that the 


President Capo d'lstria, finds it diffi- 
cult to maintain ti'unquility, and this 
furnishes the Porte with an argument 
against the independence of Greece. — 
The Porte alleges too, that her union 
to Turkey is necessary to preserve the 
balance of power in Europe. 
When 


the news of a king having been chosen 
for Greece arrived, there was great ir» 
"nation against the President, who was 
obliged to apply to the Admirals of the 
three Powers for assistance. 


Mexico.— Late New-Orleans papers 


bring accounts from the Mexican cap- 
ital. Three resolutions were presented 
to the House of Representatives of the 
National Congress, on the 3d of Feb- 
ruary, the first of which declares that 
Pedraza has no claim to the Presiden- 
cy; the 2d, that the election of Guerre- 
ro was null; and the 3d, that Busta- 
rnente was legihmatehj elected to the 
Vice Presidency ; of course, if these be 
adopted, Bustamente will be confirmed 
in the exercise of the authority of 
Chief Magistrate. 
This is all the 


merest possible mockery of the writ- 
ten Constitution of the Republic.
